WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The annual 


report of J. Sterling Morton, secre- 
tary of the department of agriculture, 
fills seventy-five pages, which exhaust- 
ively cover about everything which 
could possibly be thought of in that 
line. On the item of European antag- 
onism to American beef the secretary 
says: 


European governments are constant- 


ly declaring live animals from the 
United States diseased. These declara- 
tions are sometimes made for fear of 
infection of their own herds, and, at 
other times, it is believed, for economic 
reasons. ^If all American beef going 
abroad is shipped in carcasses, and it 
is all stamped "inspected" as whole- 
some and edible, by authority of the 
government of the United States, it 
certainly can not be shut out after- 
ward on account of alleged Texas 
fever, pleuro-pneumonia, tuberculosis 
or any other disease. But if certain 
European nations continue to demand 
legally authorized microscopic inspec- 
tion of American pork, and require also 
veterinary inspection for beef with 
government certification to each, th«i 
why ought not the government of the 
United States to demand that all im- 
ports from foreign countries for hu- 
man consumption—either edibles or 
beverages—must likewise be certified 
by the authorities of those foreign gov- 
ernments as wholesome and unadulter- 
ated before they are permitted to be 
sold in the United States?
